The first torchlight parade of the 


campaign iu Newport was held 01 
Monday 
evening and 
was highly 


creditable to the Republicans of New. 
port County. 
The line was a long 


one aud the effect was very striking. 
Great crowds of people lined the streets 
to see Ihe procession, large quautlties of 
red tire were burned,and there was coil 
slderable enthusiasm along Ihe line of 
march.

Broadway shortly before 8 o'clock. 
When the procession started the line 
was beaded by a detail of skirmishers 
with repeating rifles.aud theu came the 
chief marshal, Col. Herbert Bliss, with 
a large staff.

Roosevelt aud Fairbanks regiment, 
commanded by Col. C. L. F. Robinson, 
marched in the procession clothed iu 
attractive uniforms and bearing torches.

farmers of the Island are busily en- 
gai(ed in the harvest of their Indian 
Corn, one of Ihe latest crops to mature. 
The yield from some fields is reporled 
as large ami the grain as sound and 
having Hie genuine golden hue. There 
are, however, many late plained fields 
« hicli will yield very little sound corn. 
The hot season did nol continue late 
enough and Ihe t-evcre frosl of the 
morning of September 24, checked both 
the filling and the ripening of ilie ears. 
Taken all around there will be a short- 
age in the crop of Indian Corn and good 
Indian meal in not likely to decrease 
any iu price for the year to come. 
Marty corn fields were plained with 
pumpkins, 
which apparently 
grew 


belter than the corn, judged by the 
great abundance of yellow pumpkins 
now seen upon fields from whence the 
corn ha- been taken. 
The people of 


the Island will have to go elsewhere for 
their winter apples, liul very few hav- 
ing been gathered from local orchards.

The total number of collisions 
aud derailments was 11,291, involving 
$9,3(3,077 of damage to cars, engines 
aud railway. This is au increase of 648 
collisions anil derailments.

attempts to deny all tbe political aud 
other lies th»t are afloat be will have 
no time to do anything else.

The actiou of Kussia iu firing 
upon the helpless British fishing boats 
has created a feeling lu England which 
only the most complete reparation can 
undo. As yet Russia has not shown 
her willingness to abase herself to tbe 
extent that Great 
Britain 
requires. 


The English people have held them- 
selves well in hand since the occur- 
rence of the unwarranted outrage lu 
the expectation that Russia would 
meet the emergency 
Immediately. 


There is every indication that unless 
Eussia changes her attitude at once 
Great Britain will take steps to bring 
punishment upon tbe guilty parties 
which may eventually involve the 
whole of Europe in a gteat war. 
France is doing her utmost to maintain 
the pence aud statesmen are hoping 
that her efforts will bring Russia to her 
proper senses. 


Vital.statistics of the twelfth Census 


point to a diminution of the death rates 
for each class of people for the ages be- 
low forty-live. 'The decrease is appar- 
ently due largely to a lessening of the 
mortality from consumption, diphthe- 
ria aud diseases of children. There has 
beeu, seemingly, au increase iu tbe 
mortality from 
pneumonia, cancer, 


heart disease, apoplexy and other dis- 
eases of more advanced age, but tbe 
diminution in the classes of diseases 
first mentioned has been more than 
sufficient to offset the increased casual- 
ties from causes of the latter class. 
Tbe greatest decrease has beeu iu tbe 
mortality 
from consumption, 
which 


fell from 245 per 100.0UO iu tbe registra- 
tion area iu 1890 to 187 iu 1900. 'The 
decrease is attributed iu great part to 
the diffusion of information as to the 
mode in which pulmonary tuberculosis 
Is spread and the best methods of pre- 
vention. It is a case iu which, evi- 
dently, educative influences have pro- 
duced striking results.

Providence through North Sinithfleld, 
Smithfleld aud North Provideuce over 
whatjwas once tbe famous Douglas 
Pike, the main highway leadiug from 
Provideuce to Worcester. In all these 
towns sectious of the new road were ex- 
amined, gome were built last year and 
some this. All were found iu excellent 
couditiou aud a comparison between 
these pieces of State built road aud tbe 
native road, as it has existed iu these 
parts for the past two hundred years, 
shows what a revolution this road com- 
mission is workiug iu the roads of the 
state. This commission has now beeu 
at work two years. The state has 
made two aunual appropriations of 
$100,000 each. With thin sum about 
forty miles of thoroughly created maca- 
dam roads have beeu completed, em- 
bodying every town iu the stale. These 
roads are made 14 feet wide aud cov- 
ered witb 6 iucbes of solid crushed 
stoue, thoroughly rolled, aud when 
completed are as hard and as smooth 
as are our beat 3ity streets. 
These 


roads are all a part of oue complete 
system requiriug, to make it perfect, 
tbe building iu all of some two hun- 
dred miles of main highway. Wheu 
tbe enterprise 1» brought to a close tbe 
state will have a system of roads that 
will put us in tbe class witb our neigh- 
bors on either side of us, Massachusetts 
aud Connecticut, who have beeu for 
mauy years making large expenditures 
iu this direcliou. Nothing lhat tbe 
state has ever done hai giveu great- 
er satisfaction to the rural population 
than has the buildiug of these roads. 
It is also pleasiug to the city people for 
it gives them much better facilities for 
:akiug in the beauties of the country. 


The road commission are very euthu- 


iastic iu this work aud are giving ibe 
sta'e apparently faithful, intelligent 
and houest service.

this letter, Culberson sought to deceive

President bad aided aud abetted Ibe 
Panama revolution,

warranted deduction from a private 
letter which merely showed that the

with Colom- 


bia. 


All 
Ihe circumstances connected 


with Colombia's treatment of Ihe Hay- 
Herran treaty had been sucu as to de- 
prive her of sympathy. President Mar-

She chose her owu gover- 
nor aud other officials. She enjoyed 
lorne rule.

.iretense of right aud by sheer force of 
tiight, Pauama lost the home rule she

miles away. From that day uutil the 


ay of her last revolution she suffered 
very injustice that could be perpetra- 
ed upon au outraged State bv a tvr.ui- 
ieal Government. Of the 516,000,000 
aid lotbe B >gota government for tbe 
anal franchise, Panama received uo 
aenuy. 
Over $2,000,000 loaned 
by 


'auama to Bogota govirnment was tt- 
aiued and the debt repudiated. She 
ad been iu au almost constant slate of 
leffecttve revolt for 18 years.

acts readily account for the .satislac- 
ou of the American people when they 
earned that the Panama revolution

London, Oct. 28.—One of the 
most 


complicated diplomatic situutious in 
recent history and one that is attended 
with the most dangerous possibilities 
for the peace of the whole of Europe 
exists, with 110 sign of Immediate solu- 
tion. 


Admiral Kojestvensky's report seemed 


to stagger almost ivcryonp. Its state- 
ments were received with incredulity 
and evidently the reply was regarded 
as merely an adroit counter in order to 
guin time. The text of the admiral's 
telegrams are calculated to inflame in- 
stead of allaying the resentment of the 
British public. Uis statement that he 
"endeavored to spare the trawlers and 
ceased to (ire as soon as the torpedo 
boats were out of sight," together with 
the virtual accusation of complicity 
with 
supposed 
Japanese 
torpedo 


boats against tlie fishermen, in hardly 
likely to ruvoncile an angry nation to 
the possibility that there is another 
side to the case calling for investiga- 
tion. 


Commenting upon the continued de- 


lay of the Russian government and 
what is characterized as the amazing 
Ftory which Kojestvensky presents in 
defense of his action, little disposition is 
displayed to listen for a moment se- 
riously to the admiral's story. 
Some 


St. Petersburg special correspondents 
even go so far as to suggest the ex- 
planation "home manufactured." 


The most serious of 
the 
morning 


newspapers confess that the country 
Is under the shadow of war and that 
the word is now with 
Itussia. 
The 


Standard eujtorially 
describes 
Ho- 


jestveusky's whole story as the crea- 
tion of a disordered imagination, bear- 
Ing Its refutation on its face, and says: 
"For Itussia to enter into a controversy 
with England on the basis of such a 
_ti«sue of misstatemeuts can only lead 
to. trouble." 


The Daily Telegraph says: "If the 


admiral believes his own 
story, 
all 


that can he said is that the sooner he 
returns uoine and is looked after the 
better it will be for himself, his family 
•and Ills country." 


These extracts well 
represent the 


opinion of the country and press. The 
fact that the second I'acitic squadron 
appears -to have fired on 
vessels of 


various nationalities is regarded 
as 


proving that its officers were In a con- 
dition of nervous panic, rendering the 
squadron a danger to the world's com- 
merce. 


The foreign office,
